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NO LET UP IN SECURITY ATTACKS 


A classic example of how certain liberals and dupes are forming a protective covering around 
known Communists and the Communist Party was displayed recently by Rev. Edward L. Peet, Cali- 
fornian Senate Chaplain. Rev. Peet was quoted in the April Newsletter of the Methodist Federa- 
tion for Social Action as having made the following absurd statements concerning known Commun- 
ists who are now in prison for their Communist affiliations: 


“Frank Wilkinson had a fine Methodist background in Hollywood’s first 
church and Carl Braden is a devout Episcopalian. Both of these men spoke at our St. 
Louis national (Methodist Federation for Social Action) meeting in 1959. We will need 
to hold them and their families in our prayers and be alert always to help them. I hope 
you joined me in letters of commendation to our governor Pat Brown who stood up 
to the sizable Bay Area delegation of churchmen and others of a conservative bent 
who demanded that Wilkinson be barred from speaking at U. of California.” 


Such a statement is to be expected from a spokesman of the Methodist Federation for Social 
Action, which has been cited as a “Communist Tool” by the House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities, and as a “Communist Front” (1956) by the Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee. But it 
also shows how far Communist-fronters, sympathizers and dupes will go to picture known Commun- 
ists as harassed and persecuted up-standing citizens. It is also calculated to add more fuel to the Com- 
munist fed fires licking at the foundations of our internal security. 


Those who need our prayers are not those avowed enemies of both our Christian faith and 
our nation, but the millions of slaves who are captives of the Godless Communist regime across the 
world. The Communists have chosen their atheistic, materialistic concept in preference to decent, God- 
fearing, lawful, civilized government. The millions of slaves who are ruthlessly subjected under the 
power of the Communist slave-state have no choice. They, more than any other group, deserve the 
intercessory prayer of every believing Christian. 


Frank Wilkinson, whom the Rev. Peet would have us martyrize, is the Field Representative of 
the National Committee To Abolish The Un-American Activities Committee. On May 14, 1960, Gordon 
H. Scherer, a member of the House Committee on Un-American Activities, said of Mr. Wilkinson: 





“One of the moving forces of the commit- 
tee is Frank Wilkinson, also an identified Com- 
munist, who has been convicted and sentenced 

. for contempt in refusing to answer about 
his connections with the Communist conspirator- 
ial apparatus. Wilkinson has a long record of 
service to the Communist cause and is the co- 
ordinator of the effort to bring about the aboli- 
tion of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities.” 


A PLANNED ABOLITION PROGRAM 


Before he went to prison, Mr. Wilkinson prepared 
a Preliminary Draft of recommendations for action in 
the National Abolition Campaign Program (March 
1961-February 1962) by the National Committee To 
Abolish The Un-American Activities Committee. 
Though he is rather inactive for the time being, Mr. 
Wilkinson will find that there are many misguided or 
sympathetic citizens who will carry out his program 
for him. 


Mimeographed copies of the draft were distributed 
in limited numbers by the NCAUAC to select groups 
who are in accord with their subversive aims. The 
Christian Crusade staff was able to secure a copy of 
this planned program and we print excerpts from it 
so that our readers will be able to recognize it when 
it appears in your community. 


“PETITIONS TO CONGRESS: It is proposed 
that the petition which appeared in the Washington 
Post (1/2/61) and the New York Times (2/9/61) 
under the sponsorship of the Princeton Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee . . . be distributed nationally in the greatest 
possible quantity. 


“CIRCULATION OF NEW PETITIONS: It is 
proposed that as many new petitions as possible be cir- 
cularized throughout the country: 


“Content: In addition to petitions which call upon 
Congress to abolish the HUAC, it is proposed that the 
following petitionable proposals be considered: (a) 
Opposition to such new hearings as the HUAC may 
schedule; (b) Opposition to all forms of government- 
al sponsorship of the HUAC-aided film ‘Operation 
Abolition’; (c) Curbs on HUAC appropriation; (d) 
other. 


“To Whom: Depending upon subject matter of 
petition and geographical areas covered, it is proposed 
that petitions be directed to: (a) An individual Con- 
gressman from the constituents of his Congressional 
District; (b) All Congressmen within a section, met- 
ropolitan area or state; (c) A general petition to the 
House of Representatives, addressed to The Speaker. 


“From Whom: All possible groups of citizens 
should be urged to petition Congress, including: (a) 
Ministers and Rabbis; (b) Faculties; (c) Student 
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bodies; (d) Union Memberships; (e) Political councils 
and clubs; (f) A cross section of prominent citizens in 
the community; (g) General public petitions.” 


PARTY ISSUES RIOT WARNING 


The NCAUAC then outlines the course of action 
in public meetings under the heading Educational Meet- 
ing Offense, in which they recommend the “Town 
Hall” type of gathering for discussion and debate — 
of course, entirely controlled by leaders selected by the 
committee. Under HUAC Hearings-Protest Meetings, 
the committee states that future hearings must he 
countered “by every effective public demonstration, in- 
cluding public meetings.” The fact that Frank Wilkin- 
son was in San Francisco prior to the HUAC hearings 
in May 1960, and stated in the interview in “Operation 
Abolition” that his job was to appear where the hearings 
were held, is ample proof that the resulting riots were 
part of his effectively calculated plan. 


In an attempt to prevent another damaging film 
like “Operation Abolition,” which has hurt the Com- 
munists and their dupes immensely, the Committee to 
Abolish the House Committee gave their sympathizers 
this emphasized warning: 


“Due to the fact that the Committee (HUAC) 
has issued such false, inflammatory literature, 
speeches and films to discredit its critics and, 
has repeatedly warned and forecast ‘violence’ 
from its critics, it is extremely important that 
all aspects of the Abolition campaign be planned 
with special care to achieve models of peaceful 
assembly; such planning should include written 
instructions on the best techniques and disci- 
pline for such demonstrations, advance notifica- 
tion of plans and fullest cooperation with police 
authorities, ete.”

ONE MAN DIPLOMACY AT TEHERAN 
SELL-OUT OF THE BALTIC STATES 


. The President said to Stalin that he 
fully realized the three Baltic Republics (Latvia, 
Esthonia and Lithuania) had in history and 
again more recently (Hitler Pact) been a part 
of Russia. 


“, .. The President added jokingly that when 
the Soviet Armies re-occupied these areas, he 
did not intend to go to war with the Soviet 
Union on this point...” 


PREPARING THE SELL-OUT OF POLAND 


“, . . The President agreed in principle to 
let Soviet ideas prevail (with regard to the fu- 
ture of hitherto free Poland) ... He would like 
to see the Eastern border (of Poland) moved 
further to the West and the Western border 
moved even to the River Oder... 


“He hoped, however, that Stalin would un- 
derstand that he could not publicly take part in 
any such arrangement... 


“The President added that there were in 
the U.S. from six to seven million Americans of 
Polish extraction and, as a practical man, he did 
not wish to lose their votes .. .” 


Free Poland was fairly well established in the 
boundaries set by Versailles in 1918, except for the 
so-called “Polish Corridor” slicing thru Germany. With 
the shifting borders of the Roosevelt plan, an intoler- 
able situation was created between Germany and Po- 
land that contains the germ of war —as the annexa- 
tion of Alsace-Lorraine in 1870 drove the French ulti- 
mately to war with Germany in 1914. All problems 
that plague us and the West today in 1961 in Berlin,

in East Germany, can be traced to the Stalin-Roosevelt 
secret agreements. 


There were later repercussions in the Far East: The 
U. S. and the U. N. forced the French out of Indo- 
China; the Reds moved into the “vacuum” and we are 
confronted with Laos today. 


ROOSEVELT AGREES WITH REDS 
ON INDO-CHINA 

‘Roosevelt not only undercut Churchill on 
India, then a British Dominion, and misread 
the future under Nehru, but he also betrayed 
the French, fighting again at his side in N-Africa 
with 11 divisions, in Eisenhower’s command. 
The result is Laos and Viet-Nam of today...”

Bohlen officially reported that Roosevelt was “in 
100% agreement with Marshall Stalin” that “France 
should not get back Indo-China” (then occupied by the 
Japanese). Incidentally, | am irritated by the semantics 
of the Western Press. It is always “Marshall” Stalin, 
as if this ex-bank robber had ever held military rank or 
served in any command capacity other than Budyenni’s 
political Commissar. Castro is always referred to as 
“Doctor” and “Premier.” The Chinese Reds are “The 
Peoples Republic’ thus lending a false air of respecta- 
bility to what are Communist stooges, thieves and sabo- 
teurs. 


Wherever you look, the dead-hand of the past hangs 
like a millstone around the neck of this generation: 
Roosevelt was wrong again and again. 


ROOSEVELT WAS WRONG ON 
SOVIET INTENTIONS 


“Roosevelt was confident on the post-war collabora- 
tion of the Soviet that he ceded free countries to Stalin 
in casual conversation at Teheran —a sort of vodka 
and cocktail diplomacy. 


“At Cairo he promised the Liatung Peninsula to 
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Chiang-Kai Shek, with the ports of Lushun and Dairen, 
with Soviet approval. 

“The Communists immediately seized Port 
Arthur when Japan collapsed. Port Arthur is a 
submarine base today. The Russians also stole 
Outer Mongolia — also promised by Roosevelt 
to Chiang .. .” 


Roosevelt’s handling of the Mid-European situation 
was equally lethal in post-war developments. He was 
wrong about Germany. 


ROOSEVELT WAS WRONG ON 
GERMAN FUTURE 


“, .. In discussing the future of Germany, Stalin 
personally believed that Germany would completely 
recover within 15 to 20 years. Stalin proposed that ‘at 
least 50,000 and perhaps 100,000 of the German Com- 
manding Staff must be physically liquidated.’ To this 
the President replied ‘jokingly’ that the figure of the 
German Commanding Staff which should be executed 
‘would be 49,000 or more.’ ”’ 


The Stalin proposal of unparalleled sav- 
agery has its actual counterpart in the mass 
murder of Polish Army officers in Katyn Forest. 
It is in keeping with the moral depravation of 
this monster. The “liquidation” of German 
elite, of course, was inherent in the pattern of 
global Communism. 


Then the President said that he had a plan he had 
thought up some months ago for the division of Ger- 
many in five parts:

1. All Prussia to be weakened 
Hanover to be separated 
Saxony and Leipzig likewise 
Mid Germany, Hesse-Darmstadt to be separated

Bavaria, Baden, Wurtemberg split. 


A complete dissolution of historic Germany 
into five parts, regardless of economic or racial 
ties, plus the additional affront of United Na- 
tions control over key cities like Hamburg and 
Kiehl, and key industrial areas like the Ruhr 
and the Saar. 


There you have the finest flowering of the Roose- 
velt-Stalin agreements, a kind of Machiavelian states- 
manship that left a mutilated Germany to plague this 
generation. Take a hard look at the results of this Mid- 
European diplomacy. The following maps speak for 
themselves. 


THE LEGACY OF POTSDAM, 
TEHERAN AND YALTA 


The map above depicts clearly the tragic and un- 
natural division of Germany, a surgical operation per- 
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formed at Potsdam (1945), where the casual signa- 
tures of Churchill, Truman and Stalin condemned mil- 
lions to slavery behind the iron curtain and the slow 
strangulation of every civilized Western concept by 
Cossack and Mongol occupation troops. 


There is no parallel instance in modern history, of 
the absolute mutilation of a civilized nation and its 
calculated subjugation to a regime: Mongoloid-Pan- 
slavism merging into international Communism under 
Russian control. The statistical conclusions are shock- 
ing: Mutilated Germany lost 38% of its pre-war popu- 
lation; 47% pre-war area; nearly 50% of its agri- 
cultural production and appr. 35% of its industrial 
potential. (1) Soviet Zone, the so-called East-German 
Republic. (2) East of the Oder-Neisse Line: Polish 
Administration. (3) Russian Administration. The 
small insert-maps show comparative impact of this 
mutilation on (4): France and (5) Great Britain if 
they had suffered a similar fate. 


I invite your attention to the small insert maps 
numbered four and five, to follow: 


PROPORTIONAL LOSS OF FRENCH AREAS 


It is obvious that France, in a similar division of 
her territory, would have lost her richest industrial 
regions as well as the important vineyards that repre- 
sent substantial export values. 


PROPORTIONAL LOSS OF BRITISH TERRITORIES 


The shaded portions of the British Isles would be 
lost and come under hostile administration. As we know 
England, such a “mutilation” of territories and people 
appears unthinkable. But it was done in the case 
of prewar Germany. To hammer this point home, the 
next map shows, percentage-wise, if the United States 
were divided along similar lines. How would we 
react to such a forcible division? I cannot imagine 
these States acquiescing in Communist riff-raff gov- 
erning them and imposing their foul system.

The occupied East German provinces are larger 
than the Netherlands, Belgium, Luxemburg and Switz- 
erland combined, with a total area of 41,883 square 
miles.

That brings us to the problem of Berlin — which 
has become the symbol of all areas and peoples be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. There is nothing new about 
that problem — it has been with us since 1948. 


THE BERLIN SITUATION: F.D.R. - IKE LEGACY 

I covered it in the “Houston Chronicle” on Janu- 
ary 11, 1959 —and on many other occasions previous 
to that date. Ignore the fine print except for the sub- 
titles: “The Russian Ultimatum” and “Khrushchev 
Manipulates the Potsdam Agreement.” Then he gave 
us six months to evacuate West-Berlin and accept a 
phony Russian plan. He is threatening us again today. 
Let me recall what Karl Marx said in 1856. It was 
Constantinople then— but the same bullying tactics 
and the same duplicity. I said (in fine print) “... the 
Soviet leaders have dropped the mask of co-existence — 
determined to use force to achieve their aims. Encour- 
aged by international apathy — as in the case of Hun- 
gary...” Berlin is right smack in the middle of this 
thing — the legacy of stupid agreements in Teheran, 
Yalta and Potsdam.

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U.S. - SOVIET ALLIANCE 


The division of Germany into Occupation Zones 
was an inter-Allied political agreement signed in Lon- 
don, Sept. 1944. 


The precise delineation of the “military front,” how- 
ever, was a responsibility of the local Commander. 


Eisenhower's casual acceptance of a Berlin “en- 
clave” surrounded by Russian troops, without Ameri- 
can controlled access routes, was militarily unsound. 
We accept, of course, that heavy White House pressures 
were applied — but Eisenhower could have protested 
for the record, as MacArthur protested the Red Chinese 
sanctuary behind the Yalu. 


The Eisenhower reports (at the time) are pretty 
revealing: “. .. Berlin was no longer a military ob- 
jective of major importance . .. the decision not to 
enter Berlin was based primarily on military not on 
political consideration,” etc., etc.—a complete cover- 
up for Roosevelt. The General halted his troops on the 
Elbe. The Russians did not move into the City for 
two more weeks and then to stage incredible orgies of 
rape, looting and murder unparalleled since Ghengis 
Khan. Roosevelt-Eisenhower’s chickens have come 
home to roost — except that they turned out to be full- 
fledged vultures. 


I will also forecast that this is what is going to 
happen to the American dependents when the shoot- 
ing starts and they ought to be gotten out of this death 
trap now. 


ALLIED AIR CORRIDORS INTO BERLIN 
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This map has become almost common place — 
the air corridors into isolated Berlin. Control of these 
corridors is the key to the current, inflammable situa- 
tion —as it has been ever since our rights were frit- 
tered away in London. Red East Germany, plus Rus- 
sian troops, can close these traffic lanes at will — and 
have already done so on various occasions. However, 
this is not the only picture— that of a huge concen- 
tration camp fenced in by barbed-wire entablements — 
that is a translation of “Draht Verhau.” 


DRAHT VERHAU UM WEST BERLIN 


This means “barbed wire entablemenis around W est 
Berlin.” It also means that an intolerable situation was 
accepted meekly by the West since 1948. The cir- 
cumference of West Berlin, i.e., the border line with 
Red East Germany, is about 154 Km — The Internal 
border between East and West Berlin is about 43 Km 
and is controlled at certain crossing points by Soviet- 
Zone “Volka Polizei,” the usual Red cliche meaning 
“peoples police.” The West border of approximately 
11 miles is sealed by a barbed wire entanglement thruout 
its entire length, reinforced to a depth of 200/300 
feet at points that seemed to be frequented by escapees 
from the Red zone. This is a veritable “death zone,” 
a warlike “no man’s land” as armed guards will open 
machinegun fire without warning. The Russians mean 
business . . . which brings up the problem of the de- 
fense of Berlin.

The admitted and alleged distortions which the 
NCC feels it must defend and explain are exactly those 
which the Communist Party has used as a smoke screen 
to hide the more important issues so shocking to the 
discerning American public. To understand the im- 
portance of the NCC pronouncement to the Communist 
_ Party, it is necessary to comprehend the function of the 
' many periphery groups espousing the Party line. 


J. Edgar Hoover, in his book Masters of Deceit says, 
“Fronts probably represent the (Communist) Party’s 
_ most successful tactic in capturing non-Communist sup- 
' port. Like mass agitation and infiltration, fronts espouse 
_ the deceptive Party line (hence the term ‘front’) while 
_ actually advancing the real Party line. In this way the 
_ Party is able to influence thousands of non-Communists, 
_ collect large sums of money, and reach the minds, pens, 
_ and tongues of many high-ranking and distinguished 
individuals. Moreover, fronts are excellent fields for 
Party recruitment.” 


From this description, though it has not been 
_ officially cited as a front, it is evident that the National 
' Council of Churches serves most of the functions of a 
front for the Communist Party. When statements by 
_ the NCC are so acceptable that the Party can use them 
to their advantage to such a degree that they offer them 
in reprint form, these statements form an important 
_ function in the overall conspiritorial plan. 


To a great degree, the measure of effectiveness of 
| any group exposing Communism is gauged in direct 
_ proportion to the intensity of Communist attacks on 
_ that group. J. Edgar Hoover explained it this way: 


“, .. Thus, any organization which has the 


duty to investigate or expose Communist activ- 
ity is singled out for attack. For years the 
Party has campaigned against the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities, the Senate 
Internal Security Sub-Committee, and the Sen- 
ate Investigating Committee. The Department 
of Justice and the FBI have not been spared, 
and we have come to judge our effectiveness by 
the intensity of Communist attacks.” 


You can be sure that, were the NCC as anti-Com- 
munist as they claim, they would not write materials 
that the Party can use in its propaganda campaign. 


“NEW ATTACKS — IN BOOK FORM 


Members of the House Committee on UnAmerican 
Activities are not unaware of attacks against them. 
This Committee, perhaps in a greater measure than any 
other, understands the machinations and subtle con- 
nivances of the Communist conspiracy. They, because 
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of their forthright determination to honestly inform 
the American public, pose a formidable barrier against 
Communist aggression. Francis Walter, Chairman of 
the House Committee, entered into the Congressional 
Record, July 17, 1961, the background surrounding the 
latest attempt of Communists and their dupes to smear 
and discredit the Committee. He said:

.There was recently published a book titled 
"The Un-Americans,” whose subtitle, describing it as 
the first fully documented account of the notorious 
House Committee on Un-American Activities — how 
their abuse of power is being met by a growing opposi- 
tion, clearly suggests the scurrilous nature of this pub- 
lication. It is published in paperback edition, over 300 
pages, priced at 60c ... and is obviously meant to reach 
as wide an audience as possible. 


“This publication does not come as a surprise to the 
House Committee. Some months ago we were advised 
of the preparation made for the compilation of this 
venomous item, which strikes frantically like a cornered 
viper . . . I must point out an outstanding forensic 
effort that will long remain unmatched in the left-wing 
catalog of criminal libel aimed to discredit the Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities . . . 


“... The volume also seeks to minimize the legis- 
lative purposes and function of the House Committee. 
The Watkins case is constantly cited but no mention is 
made of the subsequent decision in the Barenblatt case, 
which jarred the conspiracy, wherein Mr. Justice Har- 
lan, speaking for the Supreme Court, acknowledged 
the considerable contribution of this committee to legis- 
lation designed to curb subversive activities. Of course, 
the thrust of the volume, and the Communist purpose 
is, as in the case of the attack on the FBI, to render 
this committee impotent or to abolish it, to curb the 
investigation of subversion, to conceal the operation 
of the conspiracy, and to forestall the adoption of legis- 
lation designed to frustrate Communist subversion.” 


COMMUNISTS BEHIND ABOLITION CAMPAIGN 


We know that Frank Wilkinson, head of the Com- 
munist front to abolish the HUAC, is an identified 
Communist. Who are the men behind the smear book 
"The Un-Americans?” Francis Walter gave the follow- 
ing description of Frank Donner, the supposed “‘consti- 
tutional lawyer” who authored the book: 


“Frank Donner was identified by a number 
of witnesses before this committee as a member 
of a communist cell comprised of lawyers em- 
ployed by the National Labor Relations Board 
in Washington, D.C.” 


In the preparation of his volume, Mr. Donner ac- 
knowledges that he received considerable help from a 
Bertram Edises, and expresses himself to be under heavy 
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obligation to Edises. The following, from the same Con- 
gressional Record, is a clear indication of the merits 
of Mr. Edises as a critic of the HUAC: 


“This committee made an investigation of 
Communist activities in the San Francisco, Calif. 
area in 1953. At the hearings held on December 
3, Bertram Edises was identified as a member 
of the political affairs committee of the Com- 
munist Party by Charles D. Blodgett, a former 
Communist and former reporter for the Daily 
People’s World. He was again identified on 
June 19, 1957, by Dr. ok Patten, another 
former Communist who recognized the ideolo- 
gical fallacies of the Communist Party line.” 


Here then are three identified Communists all de- 
voting their efforts to the abolition of the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities. The book The Un- 
Americans, will become a major tool of the conspiracy 
in coming months. Gullible, duped and sympathetic 
left-wing pastors will quote from the book in their 
pulpits. Liberal editors and newspapers will give favor- 
able reviews and comment to the book in a subtile at- 
tempt to brainwash the masses against the House 
Committee. Such attempts have already taken place in 
the New York Herald Tribune. Gore Videl was the 
writer and he refers to Communist Frank Donner as 
a brilliant constitutional lawyer. Of course, he omits 
any reference to Donner’s long history of subversion 
within our nation. WEEKLY CRUSADER readers will 
know the facts when the barrage of attacks against 
the important HUAC hits their community. 


OTHERS WHO AID THE CONSPIRACY 


J. Edgar Hoover has a specific description of the 
left-wing liberals and others who follow the Communist 
Party line. He calls them pseudo-liberals. He says of 
them: 


“The individuals who belong to this cult are not 
members of the Communist Party. They even deny any 
sympathy with Communism, but they live in a never- 
never land, seemingly ignorant of the existing con- 
spiracy, duped by Communist contacts which they are 
apparently incapable of recognizing. The pseudo-liberals 
constantly take off on intellectual flights that inevitably 
end on an enticing air-strip planned for them by the 
Communists. Even when the concealed pitfalls on that 
strip bring each subsequent flight to a disastrous con- 
clusion, its experience apparently holds no lesson. The 
pseudo-liberals split up eagerly again to a rarified strat- 
osphere and inevitably as before, return to the Com- 
munist hangar. 


“These misinformed dupes are among the persons 
who offer blanket opposition to all security programs 
now in effect and to all that are suggested. They are 
among the ones who demand removal of all measures 
designed to eliminate security risks from the govern- 
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ment. They add their voices to those who rant endlessly 
at patriotic committees of the Congress, whose efforts 
are dedicated to exposing the conspiracy and to alerting 
citizens to the danger . . . These simple-minded souls 
would have you believe that this foreign directed con- 
spiracy, which already has enslaved approximately one 
third of the people of the earth and is resolutely working 
night and day to bring us to our knees, is a myth. The 
antics of these vociferous individuals create a smoke- 
screen which helps to conceal the deadly menace of 
Communism .. .” 


Matt Cvetic, who was a counter-spy for the F.B.I. 
within the Communist Party for 9 years, described the 
left-wing liberals in these words: 


“Whatever excuse those who front for the Red 
conspiratorial groups may give, it stands as a matter 
of record that they are aiding and abetting a conspiracy 
whose sole aim is to destroy our nation, then take 
away our freedom, murder millions of our citizens and 
put the rest into total slavery. According to our Ameri- 
can Constitution, this is treason.” 

We are at war —a psychological war. It 
is time Americans began to know their enemy 
and the subtle attacks which he employs to 
render us helpless. Unless we do, we shall soon 
find ourselves outwitted by a cunning, conniv- 
ing conspiracy.
